PREDICTS RACE WOULD LIVE 
138 HOURS IF SUN EXPLODED 


Astronomer Says Phenomenon 
Would Cause Gases to Over- 
whelm Earth, 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—C. T. Elvey 
of the Northwestern University is 
at the Yerkes observatory writing 
on “Exploding Stars.” The last 
star to explode was Nova Pictoris, 


in 1925. 

“It is true,” Elvey said “that 
stars explode and there is no «ea- 
son why the sun should be an ex- 
ception. However there is no proof 
that it will happen tomorrow or a 
million years from now. 

“If this were to happen to the 
sun we would know of the explo- 
sion in eight minutes and we would 
have 138 hours to live. By that 
time the burning gases would reach 
the earth and we would be anni- 
hilated. 

“It was first believed stellar ex- 
plosions were due to collisions be- 
tween stars, friction igniting potent 
gases. Later it was believed they 
were due to collision between a 
star and a nebula. Now it is gen- 
erally thought the explosion is dre 
to an internal eruption caused %y 
the liberation of atomic energy.”

ARRIVES IN CITY 


Lands at 3:05 P. M. After 


Followed Air Mail: Route 
From Springfield, IIl. 


WILL DINE TONIGHT 
WITH ARMY BUDDIES 


Colonel to Address Chamber 
of Commerce Tomorrow 
—Will Be Only Speech 
Made During Stay. 


Col, Charles A. Lindbergh, home 
from the Eastern part of his na- 
tion-wide air tour, arrived at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field at 2:42 
this afternoon in his plane, “Spirit 


of St. Louis,” and after flying over 
St. Louis and circling the down- 
town district, returned to the field 
and descended there at 3:05. 

Ahead of his schedule as usual, 

Lindbergh arrived from Spring- 
field, Ill., nearly an hour before 
the time al.nounced earlier in the 
day. The downtown district was 
taken unawares, and only’ one 
whistle greeted the trans-oceanic 
flyer ,for whom every whistle in 
town screeched when he arrived 
June 19 for his memorable three- 
days homecoming. 

1500 Greet Him at Field. 

The familiar air mail route, which 
Lindbergh followed from Spring- 
field, took him over the north end 
of St. Louis, and to the vicinity of 
the flying field, before he turned 
toward the downtown section. Fly- 
ing low and slowly along the line 
of Lindell boulevard and Olive 
street, he made thre shotr circuits 
over lower downtown, then turned 
northward and flew along’ the 
river to McKinley Bridge, where 
he turned for the flying field. 
Over the city, his motor made 
little noise, and many persons did 
not look up as he passed. 

At the field, about 1500 persons, 
many of them women, were wait- 
ing to greet him. His buddies of 
the 35th Division’ Air Corps, who 
went into camp yesterday for a 
two-weeks’ training period, acted 
as guards, and furnished a detail 
to watch the Spirit of St. Louis. 
The spectators at the field broke 
the guard lines as the plane cir- 
cled and then reached the earth. 
The next few minutes were given 
to a welcome scene, in which Lind- 
bergh recognized and Gddressed a 
number of his personal friends. 
Maj. Wassal of the Air Corps re- 
ceived him, and photographs were 
taken, 

Lindbergh Looks Tired. 
€ol. Lindbergh seemed weary. He 
said he was glad to be here, and 
that his flight here from Chicago, 
with a stop at Springfield, had 
been uneventful as to flying in- 
cidents. A removable window in 
his cabin became loose, and he 
had to remove it when in the air. 
Lindbergh hopped off from Chi- 
cago at 9:25 a. m. (St. Louis time), 
and turned from his course be- 
tween Chicago and Joliet, to pass 
over the Mentral States Fair at 
Aurora, Circling Joliet, he again 
took a roundabout route to Spring- 
field, in order to include Peoria, 
where he dropped a greeting gh 
the Courthouse. He arrived at 
Springfield at 12:01 noon, having 
made 85 to 90 miles an hour over 
his course of 250 miles, 
In a stop-of an hour and 43 
minutes at Springfield, he dedi- 
cated Lindbergh Flying Field, 
where he often landed as an air 
mail pilot, placed a wreath on 
Abraham Lincolns tomb, and rode 
with Gov. Small and state officials 
in a downeown parade. He took 
the air at 1:44, and made the 100 
miles to St. Louis in 66 minutes. 
His visit here, by his wish, {s 
informal, a rare experience for 
him in the nearly 3 months since 
soy conquest of the Atlantic, May 
20—21. 
Tonight Col. Lindbergh will eat 
With the officers and men of the 
squadron in which he was formerly 
a flight commander.

By the Associated Presa, 
BOSTON, Aug. 15.—Nicola Sac- 
co broke his fast today after start- 


ing upon the thirtieth day of his 
hunger strike by refusing break- 
fast. During the forenoon he took 
a quart of beef broth. 

The end of the fast came when 
Dr. Joseph McLauglin, prison 
physician, threatened Sacco with 
forcible feeding if he did not eat. 
Mrs. Rose Sacco, wife of the con- 
demned man, and Michael Mus- 
manno of counsel for the defense 
were present. 

For several] days Mrs. Sacco had 
been urging her husband to vcat, 
but he had steadily refused. He 
started the day today in his usual 
manner by paying no attention to 
the breakfast that was brought to 
his cell. He drank several glasscs 
of water, however. 

Although Sacco showed the ef- 
fects of his long abstinence fron 
food, his condition was reported as 
fairly good. He is weak, wut 
otherwise appears normal. 

Four years ago he went on a 
similar strike while in the Died- 
ham Jail, but brought it to an end 
after having been fed forcibly. 

Takes Food Under Threat. 
Before the arrival of Mrs. Sacco 
at the prison this morning Dr. Mc- 
Laughlin had talked with the pris- 
oner and urged him to eat. 

“IT don’t want to,’ was Sacco’s 
reply. 

When Mrs. Sacco arrived, War- 
den Hendry ordered both Sacco 
and his fellow prisoner, Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti, taken to the prison bar- 
ber shop in the Cherry Hill sec- 
tion. Sacco and Vanzetti sat on 
one side of the wire screen sepa- 
rating prisoners from visitors, 
while Mrs. Sacco, the physician 
and Musmanno sat on the other. 
“The time has come, Sacco, when 
you must eat,” Dr. McLaughlin 
told him. He sent for beef tea. 
Vanzetti joined in the pleas to 
Sacco, who merely shrugged his 
shoulders and insisted he did not 
want to. When at last the doctor 
told him he would have to, he 
gave in. As he started to drink 
a cupful of broth, he held it up 
and said: ‘Well, I hope this in no 
way affects the success of the case. 
I have to eat under compulsion.” 
Arthur D. Hill, chief of defense 
counsel, is to plead for his gileris 
tomorrow before the State Su- 
preme Court. 

‘Powers Hapgood Fincd $20. 
Powers Hapgood of Pittsburg, 
Pa., who was arrested yesterday 
when he attempted to address a 
crowd on the Common without a 
permit, pleaded guilty of violating 
the park rules and was fined $20 
today. Hapgood, Harvard grad- 
uate and nephew of Norman Hap- 
good, had started to talk about the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case. 

Cosmo Carvotti of East Boston, 
arrested with Hapgood, pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of attempt- 
ing to rescue a prisoner and was 
held in bail for a hearing Fri- 
r day. 

Hapgood appealed from @he $20 
fine and was released under the 
$50 bail. In court he told Judge 
Parmenter he went to the Common 
because a meeting had been 
planned and he wanted to help. 
After learning that a permit is- 
sued to the Socialist Labor Party 
could not be used for the meeting 
he said he decided to speak any- 
way. 

“I felt it my right,” he said,

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—El- 
bert H. Gary, chairman of the 
board of the United States Steel 
Corporation, died at his home 
early today. He was 80 years old. 

Reports of Mr. Gary’s death 
first began to circulate in the Wall 
Street district in the middle of the 
morning. Confirmation was not 
immediately available at the of- 
fices of the United Stgtes Steel 
Corporation, but when reporters 
went to the Gary home at 1130 
Fifth avenue an employe of the 
household made the bare an- 
nouncement that Mr. Gary had 
died. 

It was stated that the cause of 
Mr. Gary’s death was chronic myo- 
carditis, (inflammation of the 
muscular tissue of the heart), He 
had been in ill health for about a

WRISKY RETURNED 


Tom Carton, East Side Pol- 
itician, Admits Wounding 
Floyd Haverstick, Caught 
Robbing Basement. 


MAN SHOT OVER EYE 
IN SERIOUS CONDITION 


Stranger Brings Back Truck 
Load of Liquor, Estimated 
at $13,500 Worth, After 
Two Escape With It. 


Tom Carton, politician and pro- 
fessional bondsman of East St. 
Louis, who shot Floyd Harvestick, 
notorious liquor runner and “hi- 
jacker,” in an alley in the rear of 
Carton’s home early yesterday, 
later had $13,500 worth of stolen 
whisky returned to him under 
strange circumstances. 

Carton was at his home at 313A 
Missouri avenue, last night, mourn- 
ing the loss of five 45-gallon bar- 
rels of prewar whisky, worth at 
least $60 a gallon, which had been 
stolen by Harvestick and two com- 
panions, who escaped under fire. 
There was a knock on the door, 
and Carton opened it to find a 
man outside—a stranger to him. 

“I’ve got something for you,” 
the man said. “It’s in the alley 
now.” 

Carton went with the man into 
the alley, and found the barrels of 
whisky on a truck. With the as- 
sistance of several volunteers, the 
barrels were taken into Carton’s 
house, and the stranger drove 
away the empty truck. Last night 
Carton gave a big party at his 
home. 

Neighbor Tells of Burglars. 

Carton owns a taxicab company 
and a tent and awning company, 
with offices across the street from 
his home. He was at his taxicab 
office at 1 a. m. yesterday when 
a neighbor informed him burgiars 
were breaking into his home. 

Carton, went home and discov- 
ered his five. barrels of whisky, a 
10-gallon demijohn of gin and a 
large trunk filled with assorted 
liquors were gone. Looking through 
a rear window, he saw there men 
standing by a‘closed automobile in 
the alley. His trunk and demijohn 
‘were on a nearby loading platform. 
Carton got-a revolver. 

“Throw up your hands,”. Carton 
called to the men below. Instead 
of obeying, the men reached for 
their hips as if to draw weapons, 
according to Carton. Carton fired 
four shots. One man fell wounded, 
and the others drove away in the 
automobile, while the wounded man 
called, “Come back, help me, 
George.” 

Police were summoned and re- 
moved Harvestick, the wounded 
man, to St. Mary’s Hospital. He is 
not expected to live, a bullet hav- 
ing passed through his right tem- 
ple into the brain. He is unable to 
talk. 

A hack saw and a brace and bit 
which had been used to open a 
door leading into Carton’s flat were 
found in the alley. 

Abandoned Auto Found. 

An Essex coach with rear seat 
removed for hauling purposes was 
found abandoned in Madison, with 
bullet holes in the radiator, hood 
and fender. It bore license plates 
which had been issued to George 
Putnick of Madison, an associate 
of Harvestick. Police have ordered 
the arrest of Putnick and Arthur 
Thompson, another of Harvestick's 
pals. The three were released on 
$40,000 bonds July 27, charged 
with holding up a resort. 

Evidently the “hi-jackers” had 
first hauled away the whisky bar- 
rels in a truck, and then had re- 
turned with the smaller coach for 
the trunk and other articles. A 
truck, believed to have been so used, 
was stolen from a Madison coal 
company and abandoned at Eagle 
Park, a resort north of East St. 
Louls. : 

Victim Arrested 65 Times. 


Harvestick, known also as Hav- 
erstick and Washburn, is 28 yours 
old. He has lived with his mother 
at 606A Soulard street, St. Louis.

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Stood Test of U. S. Courts 


Sketch of Career of Illinois Farm Boy Who, 
at 55, Became Head of Immense 
Industrial Combi:.ation. 


By the ASsociated Press, 
LBERT HENRY GARY, chair- 
man of the board of directors 
of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, the $1,800,000,000 indus- 
trial merger which he he!ped to or- 
ganize in 1901, lived to see the 
United States Supreme Court de- 
clare his organization a legal en- 
terprise. It was Gary who drafteu 
the plan for the consolidation of 
18 great business interests into the 
corporation which for nearly 20 
years withstood the Government's 
efforts to dissolve it. 
Before he became a captain of 
industry Mr. Gary had devoted 25 
years to the practice of law in Chi- 
cago. Born near Wheaton, IIL, 
Oct. 8, 1846, he passed his boy- 
hood on his father’s farm. His 
parents, Erastus Gary and Susan 
A. Valette Gary, went to Illinois in 
a covered wagon from New Hamp- 
shire about 1840. On his moth- 
er’s-side he was a descendant of 
one of the officers who served un- 
der Gen. Lafayette in the Revolu- 
tionary War. Having studied in 
Wheaton College, the University of 
Chicago and Union Law College, as 
well as in a law office at Naperville, 
lll, he was admitted to the bar 
in 1867. 
Two years later he married Miss 
Julia E. Graves of Aurora, Ill., who 
died in 1902. In 1905 he married 
Miss Emma Townsend. By his first 
wife, Mr. Gary had two daughters, 
Mrs. Harry W. Sutcliffe and Mrs. 
R. W. Campbell. He was the first 
Mayor of Wheaton, served for two 
terms as County Judge, then began 
his law practice in‘'Chicago in part- 
nership with his brother, Noah ELE. 
Gary. The legal skill he displayed 
in aiding John W. Gates to organ- 
ize the Consolidated Steel and Wire 
Co. is said to have attracted the 
attention of J. P. Morgan. In 1898 
he helped Morgan and others to 
organize the Federal Steel Co. with 
a capital of $200,000,000, a figure 
which amazed the financial world. 
Mr. Gary was made its president. 
Organizing the Steel Trust. 
The Carnegie Steel Co., with oth- 
ers, prepared for war on the new 
rival. J. P. Morgan determined to 


avert the demoralization of the steel 


business which would result from 
slashing prices, and Mr. Gary was 
instructed to open negotiations to 
consolidate the two combinations 
with other steel, wire, tube, hoop 
and tin plate companies. When 
the merger was effected as the 
United States Steel Corporation in 
1901, Mr. Gary became the chair- 
man of the board of directors, di- 
recting head of a corporation em- 
ploying 330,000 men and operating 
1612 manufacturing plants. Gary, 
Ind., a city built for the manufac- 
ture of steel, was named for him. 


In justification of the organiza- 
tion of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, Mr. Gary once said: ‘‘We 
maintain that we have given per- 
manency to the most important in- 
dustry of the country, have mini- 
mized individual failure, have kept 
men at work during good times 
and bad and that we have steadied 
business generally. The  presi- 
dents of independent concerns 
come here for help when they need 
it. They understand that we want 
them to prosper. .The country is 
large enough for us all.” 

Helped Form Harvester Combinc. 


There had been a trade war be- 
tween manufacturers of havesting 
machinery. In 1902 Mr. Gary con- 
vinced leading competitors in that 
field that they faced ruin unless 
they combined. He aided George 
W. Perkins and others to organize 
the International Harvester Co. 
The famous “Gary dinners,” 
gatherings of leaders in the steel 
business, began in New York ‘n 
1907. In this and other mectings 
Mr. Gary told the steel men the 
day had passed for destroying their 
competitors and that unrestrained 
competition would in the end re- 
sult in monopoly and restraint of 
trade. Before congressional com- 
mittees he advocated Government 
regulation of industry, publicity 
and organization of a [Federal 
commission with power to. fix 
prices and prevent monopoly and 
restraint of trade. 
Clash With Labor Unions. 
Mr. Gary clashed with the labor 
unions in 1919 when he declined to 
receive their leaders to discuss col- 
lective bargaining because they 
were not employed by his com- 
pany. This resulted in a strike of 
260,000 workers which lasted for 
three months and was then de- 
clared off by the union leaders. 
In the World War he served for 
a time as member of the Interna- 


tional High Commission formed to 
aid the allies. 

One of his chief forms of relax- 
ation was traveling. He made fre- 
quent trips to Europe and also had 
visitel the Far East, Alaska, Pan- 
ama and Mexico. In all his trav- 
els he mei the leading statesmen 
and business men of the various 
countrics and derived much pleas- 
ure in discussing with them world 
political and economic problems. 
He never took an active interest in 
sports, and was one of the few no- 
table captains of industry and fi- 
nance not interested in golf. He 
owned a farm of 110 acres on Long 
Island, on which was a handsome 
residence, He spent his week-ends 
there throughout the year. He took 
pride in a fine herd of Guernsey 
cattle and a Tlock of several thous- 
ands of chickens. Mr. Gary was 
a lover of music and invariably 
was a first-nighter annually at the 
Metropolitan opera house. He also 
was interested in art and gathered 
a fine collection of pictures, statu- 
ary and antique furniture. 

Eliminating 12-Hour Day. 

As head of the egteel corporation 
Mr. Gary eliminated the 12-hour 
day in the steel industry. Mr. Gary 
had been in favor of this move a 
long time and it had come before 
the board of directors many times. 
Finally, in the early part of 1923 
a committee of the Iron and Steel 
Institute made a survey of the 
whole question. Its report was 
that it was impossible to abolish 
the 12-hour day because the 
change would require too many ad- 
ditional men (Mr. Gary estimated 
the number at 60,000) that there 
was a shortage of labor at the time 
and that to make the change ab- 
ruptly would cripple the entire 
prosperity of the country. When 
the report was made public Presi- 
dent Harding manifested his dis- 
appointment in the failure of the 
committee to recommend the 
change. He wrote to Mr. Gary in 
June, 1923 urging a reduction of 
hours and a few months later the 
change was made. 

Anti-Trust Suit Defeated. 

The Government's suit to dis- 
solve the Steel Corporation insti- 
tuted in 1912, resulted from a 
series of congressional investiga- 
tions that began two or three years 
before. It charged the corpora- 
tion with being a combination in 
restraint of trade and asked for 
its dissgiution. The litigation con- 
tinued through nine years and 
threw a threatening shadow over 
the steel industry in America as 
well as American business gener- 
ally. The Government's petition 
was denied by the United States 
District Court in 1905, and an ap- 
peal was taken to the Supreme 
Court of the United States the 
same year. It was not until March 
1, 1920 that the Court of Last Re- 
sort finally acquitted the corpora- 
tion of the Government’s charge. 

Father of Safety Movement. 

Mr. Gary was always interested 
in the corporation’s employes, It 
was at his suggestion that the 
United States Steel Corporation 
adopted the plan of voluntary com. 
pensation to injured workmen long 
before such action was made com. 
pulsory by the laws of many 
States. He also was largely re- 
sponsible for the corporation’s ex- 
tensive system of welfare work 
for the benefit of employes, In 
this work, which included play- 
grounds, schools, clubs, gardens 
and pensions, the corporation in 
the 10 years between 1912 and 
1922 spent more than $108,000,000. 

Mr. Gary was known as the fa- 
ther of the industrial safety move- 
ment and the steel corporation was 
one of the first large industrial 
companies to inaugurate “safety 
first’ campaigns among its em- 
ployes, The corporation has spent 
millions of dollars in accident 
prevention work. Mr. Gary served 
as chairman of the committee of 
the Safety Institute of America 
which inaugurated public safety 
campaigns. In recognition of this 
work the Louis Livingston Sea- 
man medal was awarded tohim.

Chinese Revolutionary 
Leader Says He No Long- 
er Has Public Confidence 
—Health Also Poor.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 15.—Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek formally has sev- 
ered all connection with the Na- 
tionalist revolution and is return- 
ing to private life. 

The General arrived yesterday at 
his birthplace, Fenghwa, in Kiang- 
su province, near Ningpo, about 
100 miles south of Shanghai. 


Press dispatches from Fenghwa 
say “Gen. Chiang Kai-shek is with 
his family here and is going into 
retirement indefinitely, seeking rest 
following a year of superhuman ef- 
forts to further the Nationalist 
cause.”’ 

Gen. Chiang Kai-shek last night 


“to the people of China,” resigning 
his position as commander of the 
Nationalist armies and also all 
other positions connected with 
China's Nationalist revolution. 

The youthful General, in an- 
nouncing he is returning to private 
life states, however: “I am retain- 
ing membership in the Kuomin- 
tang and will assist the revolution 
merely as an individual.” 

Simultaneously with Chiang Kai- 
shek’s resignation, five members of 
the Kuomintang (Nationalist) Cen- 
tral Executive Committee, with 
headquarters in Nanking, an- 
nounced their resignations, as did 
also Hwang Fu-may. 

Loss of Public Confidence. 

The statement issued by Chiang 
Kai-shek is a lengthy one, ihe 
equal of about 7500 words in Eng- 
lish.

Dr. Thomas Wilson Salmon of 
Columbia Disappears From 
His Yacht.

Thomas Wilson Salmon, professor 
psychiatry at Columbia Univer- 


sity, consultant at the Presbyteri- 
an Hospital and internationally 
known neuro-psychiatrist, was 
missing yesterday from his vacht 
Malabar II, off Westbrook. Conn. 
Five coast guard rum chasers 
dragged the waters around the ves- 
sel all day in the belief he had 
fallen overboard and drowned. but 
their grappling hooks nad brought 
up nothing early last night. 

The finding of a sounding line 
tangled in the main sheet of the 
40-foot auxiliary schooner by De- 
tective L. E. Comstock of the Wes:- 
brook police. who was notified 
that Dr. Salmon was missing, led 
to the belief that the scientist 
was leaning Over the rail trying to 
gauge the depth of the water 
when he lost his balance or was 
stricken with vertigo. 

Dr. Salmon was alone on the ves- 
sel. His sailing companion, Dr. 
Dana Atchley of the Presbyterian 
Hospital, and Rodney McNeill, 
sailing master of the Malabar, had 
gone ashore in a small boat for 
fuel when the craft's engine stop- 
ped. They returned to find 
that the Malabar, which nad been 
anchored with part of its sail up, 
had drifted about two miles. Dr. 
Salmon was nowhere to be seen. 

Theodore Salmon, one of the 
doctor’s sons, who lives at Belle 
Island, was found and told of the 
supposed misshap to his father.

OOD preservation was one of 
the earliest projects in the ex- 
tension programs of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
and the States, and is still an im- 
portant phase of the work, but it 
is now approached largely from 
the standpoint of food for health, 
which may be considered the cen- 
tral idea of the work in foods and 
nutrition. In earlier years large 
numbers of rural women acquired 
great skill in canning fruits, veg- 
etables and meats, and in making 
preserves, jellies and pickles, as a 
result of instruction from exten- 
sion workers. 

. Emphasis is being directed: now 
to what is known as the food pre- 
servation budget or family food 
plan. Under this plan the amount 
of fruits, vegetables, eggé and 
meats required to meet the nutri- 
tional needs of the family during 
the non-producing months is cal- 
culated, and these foods are then 
dried, cured or 
otherwise preserved. In some sec- 
‘tions it is seen that there is need 
for a winter garden, and in others 


{ better facilities for proper storage. 


A total of 117,860 different 
homes, according to reports re- 
ceived by the Derurtment of Agri- 
culture, adopted better practices in 
food preservation during 1926, fol- 
lowing instruction by extension 
agents. In these homes there were 
16,300,000 quarts of various prod- 
ucts canned, 1,150,000 pounds of 
fruits and vegetables dried, and 
nearly 10,000,000 pounds of meat 
cured by the women and girls. 
Many standardized specialties, such 
as blackberry jam, canne1 and pre- 
served figs, grape and citrus prod- 
ucts, jellies, pickles and crystalized 
fruit, also soup mixture, canned 
meat, chicken, and vegetable and 
meat combinations, were prepared 
for sale in addition to the products 
preserved in one way or another to 
meet the requirements of the fam- 
iv feod plan.

Summer Fever in Children

OU are now fairly in the ‘eat 
Y or summer, during which time 

your children, like other chil- 
dren, are very liable to become fev- 
erish without apparent cause. As 
a matter of fact this condition is 
not at all uncommon and may be 
due to external heat. For some 
reason heat hardly ever seems to 
be noticed in medical books as a 
cause of fever in children, but it 
is often a potent one, we are as- 
sured by Dr. Katherine Dodd of 
Nashville, in the Journal of tte 
American Medical Association. 

The body temperature of prema- 
ture and very young children 
varies considerably with the. tetn- 
perature of the air around them. 
Older children and adults have a 
more efficient heat-regulating 
mechanism, but this takes some 
months to develop, and a child is 
born with very little defense of its 
own against changes in tempera- 
ture. This is why a premature 
baby has to be kept in an incu- 
bator at a constant temperature if 
its life is to be saved. 

In this way also infants are 
something like dogs. That is, as 
Talbot explains, when they are 
subjected to excessive heat their 
body temperature rises, they oe- 
come restiess and perspire pro- 
fusely and may breathe as quickly 
as 186 to the minute. 

In July, 1926, Dr. Dodd observed 
the effect on five white infants in 
the Vanderbilt University Hospi- 
tal of a week of extreme heat «nd 
very little air movement, The 
children were well-nourished and 
were gaining weight, and, except 
for one with a mild inflammation 
of the middie ear, had norma] tem- 
peratures. They were on a porch, 
out of the direct rays of the ~un 
and in moderately circulating «ir. 
The air temperature, which had 
been slightly less than usual at 
that season, rose to $5F. and there 
was very little cooling at night. 
Every child had a temperature of 
100F. or over. During the weck, 
as the maximum temperature of 
the air became 1090F. with a min- 
imum of 75-85F., the children had 
a marked afternoon fever, which 
increased day by day. One of them 
went up to 104.5F. on the fifth 
day. They were all restiess and 
irritable and the most careful ex- 
amination showed nothing except 
heat to account for their exces- 
sive temperatures. 

Just before noon on the sixth 
day the children were moved to a 
room in which had been placed a 
large tub of ice and salt. One 
electric fan blew directly on the 
ice and two others were placed on 
high wall brackets so that they 
blew air against the ceiling. These 
kept the air of the room constant- 
ly moving. The ice kept the room 
temperature down to 86F. 

The result was dramatic. The 


room not one of them had a fever 
higher than 101.4F. They all 
stopped crying and whining almost 
ircimediately, and went off into « 
peaceful sleep. The next day they 
vere practically normal again and 
were not restless nor uncomfort- 
able. 
On the other hand, two colored 
children in the same hospital went 
through the heat wave without 
turning a hair. They had no fever 
and remained playful and content- 
ed, although their quarters were 
hotter than those of the white 
children and the; were never 
Placed in a cool room. 
Even adults sometimes suffer, 
in extremely still, hot air, from 
heat strokes and fevers: Heat 
strokes are sometimes fatal, but 
there is a mild type of heat ex- 
haustion which shows itself im a 
few days’ fev -, and is not danger- 
out if properly treated. Moist, 
stagnant air raises the body tem- 
perature more quickly than dry 
air. 
It is, therefore, very important 
to preserve sick children from the 
effects of great heat. All Ameri- 
can hospitals, for all of them have 
high summer heats, should have 
rooms that can be artificially 
cooled and well ventilated. 
Children treated at home should 
be placed In the coolest room 
available, and the air kept c¢on- 
stantly moviiyr. Even here arti- 
ficial cooling may be advisable.

Spies Got No Evidence. 

Wevyand stops to tell of the ex- 
istence of John Ruzzamenti, a man 
who had been employed by the spe- 
cial agents of the Department of 
Justice on draft evasion and radi- 
cal activities of Italians, and says 
he was well known to Feri Felix 
Weiss. Then he goes on with the 
story of Carbone, who had been 
used for similar Work, and who by 
an agreement of West, the dis- 
trict attorney, the sheriff and 
Weiss. was. placed in a_e cell 
next to Sacco to. obtain  in- 
criminating evidence.

Instructions From Washington. 

Weyand says that instructions 
were received from the chief of 
the bureau of the Department of 
Justice in Washington from time 
to time in reference to the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case, and that they are 
or slould be on file in the Boston 
office.

the form of death must challens2 
scrutiny anew. 

“The world outside Massachu- 
sets is shocked by the long delay 
in this case. Twelve prominent 
jurists in Germany have issued a 
Statement criticising a2 wait of 
seven years before judgment is ex- 
ecuted as ‘inexplicable,’ and urg- 
ing that the death sentence be 
commuted. The London Times de- 
clares that ‘what caught the imag- 
ination of the public in every coun- 
try is not the rights and wrongs 
of the trial, but the fact that any 
man should be kept so long in sus- 
pense.’ 

Fit Objects of Pity. 

“The circumstances, in the opin- 
ion of the London Times, make 
Sacco and Vanzetti fit objects of 
pity. The London Daily News ina 


similar vein tells its readers: “‘We 
Can Now see no conceivable reason 
for executing these men.’ 

“The New York Times ;esterday 
was constrained to say: ‘Honest 
and fair-minded people are still 
disputing about certain aspects of 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case, but on one 
point there is virtual unanimity of 
opinion. This is that the long de- 
lay in determining the fate of the 
two men iS a reproach to American 
justice. It is something which it is 
almost impossible to explain satis- 
factorily to foreigners.’ 

“Justice has grown sour. 

“His excellency, the Governor, 
who himself condemned as ‘inex- 
cusable’ the seven-year. delay in 
this case, must now have an acut- 
er sense than he had even a fort- 
night ago of the moral effect of 
executing a death penalty which 
seems to arouse in the civilized 
world compassion for the con- 
demned rather than abhorrence for 
the crime. 

“In cases of life or death judges 
ought (so far as the law permitted} 
to cast a severe eye upon the ex- 
ample, but a merciful eye upon the 
person.”’—Lord Bacon. 


Precedents Control Judges. 


“His Excellency, the Governor, 
rather than the courts, may now 
in reality exercise the prerogative 
of casting a severe eye on the ex- 
ample, but a merciful eye on the 
person. Rigid precedents and for- 
mulas control judges. Portia in 
dealing with Shylock was fearful] 
of a departure from regularity be- 
cause of the precedent it might es- 
tablish. In the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case, little or nothing can be ex- 
pected at this stage from our 
courts. But, by reason of his con- 
stitutional power to commute the 
death penalty to life imprisonment, 
with the consent of his council the 
Governor may do precisely what 
Lord Bacon adjured judges to do. 
“*Cast a severe eve on the ex- 
ample.” Study the effect of putting 
these men to death. Consider the 
remoter repercussions on the so- 
cial order. Remember that ‘n 
England ‘the most moderate opin- 
ion,’ according to A. G. Gardiner. 
‘holds the view that Sacco and 
Vanzetti would be more dangerous 
dead than alive.” 

Let us not ignore the fanatica! 
belief that the ‘martyrdom’ of 
these men is confidently forecast 
by social extremists. Vanzetti has 
already cast this mischievous spel! 


“There be (said the scripture) 


abroad by saying before his judge, 
“Our words, our lives, our pains— 
nothing. The taking of our lives— 
lives of a good shoemaker and a 
poor fish peddler—all! The last 
moment. belongs to us—that agony 
is our triumph.” 

“So justice has grown sour, to 
the point that the punitive example 
of the death penalty threatens be- 
ing blanketed by a ‘martyrdom.’ 

An Overspeaking Judge. 

“An overspeaking judge is no 
well-tuned cymbal.’”—Lord Bacon. 

“In the Sacco-Vanzetti case, it 
is incontrovertible that the com- 
monwealth was served by ‘an over- 
speaking judge.’ That fact has 
been permanently established by 
the rebuke of the Governor's ad. 
visory commission to Judge Thayer 
as having been guilty of ‘a grave 
breach of official decorum.’ 

“The ruling of our courts is that 
the only tests of ‘an overspeaking 
judge’ are his conduct and utter- 
ance on the bench itself. If he 
attacks or even curses the defend- 
ants outside the courtroom, in the 
presence of reputable witnesses, no 
weight is to be given to the fact as 
indicating prejudice, or a lack of 
that exquisite judicial mindedness 
that makes a presiding judge a 
‘well-tuned cymbal.’ 

“The Governor is not bound to 
take this narrow view of an ‘over- 
speaking judge’ in determining 
whether the death penalty should 
be executed. The Governor may 
well embrace the view that his- 
torical opinion of the case in hand 
is bound to be influenced by the 
judge’s conduct outside his court- 
room as well as in it. The quali- 
fications of the trial judge under 
the phenomenal circumstances that 
have arisen challenge scrutiny on 


the broadest grounds of public 
policy. 
“Let no man weakly conceive 


that just laws and true policy have 
any antipathy; for they are like 
the spirits and sinews, that one 
moves with the  other.’—Lord 
Bacon. 

True Policy. 

“And what is true policy in this 
case? Is it to execute a judgment 
that has grown sour with old age? 
Is it to force to the uttermost a 
penalty that, as a- punitive example 
to society, has lost its possibJe ef- 
fect as a deterrent from homicidal 
crime? Is it to support at all haz- 
ards ‘an overspeaking judge?’ 

“If an American citizen in a 
European country were in such 
trouble under accusation of crime 
that a world-wide furor and pro- 
test had been aroused against his 
execution, at all comparable to that 
aroused abroad in this Massachu- 
setts case, the foreign Government 
concerned would almost certainly 
commute the sentence to life im- 
prisonment, probably at the direct 
request of the United States Gov- 
ernment, from motives of public 
policy. Italy’s Government has at- 
tempted to make such representa- 
tions as were possible. A Rome 
dispatch says, on the authority of 
the Vatican, that American Car- 
dinals hac been calling the atten- 
tion of the authorities to this case 
‘in a fashion which they judged 
opportune.’ 

Commutation With Honor. 

“True policy is not antipathetic 
to just laws, in a case from which 
in the belief of many fair-minded 
people whose stake in society allies 
them with order and stability, the 
element of doubt as to the guilt of 
the condemned has not been driv- 
en. Although this case for a time 
has reverted to the courts, it is un- 
likely that they will now relieve 
the Governor of the responsibility 
for an irrevocable decision. If the

WRECKED IN LANDING 


AT BREMEN IN STORM. 


Risticz Brings Ship Down 
With Full Two-Ton Load 
of Fuel — It Jumps Ditch 
and Hits Fence.

BREMEN, Germany, Aug. 15.— 
Flattened out in the mud of Bre- 
men flying field lies the Junkers 
monoplane, Europa, and with it 
the hopes of its crew, Johann Ris- 
ticz, Cornelius Edzard and the cor- 
respondent, to be the first to fly 
from Europe to America. Forced 
by motor trouble to turn back 
after 30 minutes’ flight over the 
North Sea, the Europa, guided by 
Risticz, found her way through the 
ritch dark night to the lighted- 
field and landed at 10:50 p. m. 
Berlin time (3:50 p. m. Sunday, St. 
Louis time) with her full load of 
two tons of gasoline. 

The crash smashed the landing 
gear and twisted the aluminum 
propeller in two. The tail was 
snapped but the crew suffered 
pothing worse than disappoint- 
ment. 

Lecky Landing After All. 

The inauspicious ending of the 
Furopa’s flight was, after all, a 
lucky one. To Risticz’s cool head 
is due this fortunate outcome. Or- 
dinarily, we would have emptied 
the tanks before landing. Risticz 
knew, however, that we must land 
by the light of flares and reckoned 
that we would certainly burn if 
two tons of benzol were smeared 
over the landing field. It was 
an uneasy moment. I put an 
air cushion beneath me, and an- 
other at the top of my head. I 
braced my legs on the tank in 
front and put my hands on the 
sides of the machine. Then Tf 
waited. From all I had heard of 
such things, the next thing to ex- 
pect was a bang, flash and roar of 
flames. The bang came but the 
flash and roar didn’t.

Engine Missing Badly. 

“The engine was missing on sev- 
eral cylinders,” said Risticz. “If 
I gave her full gas, she went all 
right, but when I throttled the 
least bit, she missed. There was 
nothing to do but hunt for a land- 
ing place.” 

The decision to turn back came 
when we had passed far beyond 
the shore lights and were heading 
diagonally across the North Sea for 
Edinburg. A couple of hours be- 
fore we had waved good-bye to the 
G-31 with its load of passengers 
accompanying us on the first leg 
of our journey to America. 

We had failed to sight Loose 
and Koehl in the Bremen since 
the takeoff though we got into 
the air within six minutes after 
the dust of the Bremen’s pro- 
peller had settled over the run- 
way. The Bremen must have been 
able to throttle down, according to 
agreement. 

The failure to pick up our air 
partner roused disquietude. It had 
been planned to rely on the navi- 
gating ability of Koehl and follow 
him to America.

They 
freely admitted on the stand this consciousness and 
guilt as well. That is political guilt, not murder. 

We can imagine how this sort of thing impresses 
the British, a people through whom there have come 
down to our own time the foundations of Roman law. 
It is incomprehensible to them that in America any 
man could be tried for his life before a plainly 
prejudiced judge and denied a new trial by that same 
judge. To the sturdy traditions of British law it is 
impossible that there should be in any civilized com- 
munity such an inflexible criminal code as that of 
Massachusetts, which has denied Sacco and Vanzetti 
a review of the evidence for and against them by 
any court of record other than the one in which 
they were convicted. The State Supreme Court 
passed only on the technical regularity of the pro- 
cedure. It did not pass on any of the three vital 
questions: (1) Was the evidence at the trial suf- 
ficient to prove guilt beyond a reasonable doubt; 
(2) was the new evidence offered by the defense 
sufficient to justify a new trial; (3) was the trial 


In our opinion this matter has easily elevated itself 
above the passions of class conflict. We are at length 
all unwilling that any innocent man should be put to 
death. Rich and poor alike, there is no dispute 
among us as to the comparative merits of justice or 
injustice no matter how lowly, how mean, or how 
alien the defendants. 

It is the plain duty of America to acquit herself 
of a far worse accusation than that lodged against 
Sacco and Vanzetti. If we believe them guilty, and 
are to put them to death, we must make the rest of 
the world believe it.

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THE LEAGUE’S PROBLEM. 

Resigning from the League of Nations on the eve 
of its annual session, Henry de Jouvenal, France’s 
political delegate, gives as his reason the fact that 
the chief powers have made agreements without con- 
sulting the less powerful members. 

M. de Jouvenal here seems to have placed his fin- 
ger upon a symptom of a real ailment, rather than 
the ailment itself. He would have made a more con- 
vincing statement had he said that the trouble with 
the League today was that it had not yet been able 
to grapple with the problem of the economic and 
financial rehabilitation of Europe. It is this prob 


lem which has caused most of the private agree 
ments between the more important members of the 
League. Experience has taught that while many 
political matters can be handled satisfactorily by the | 
League as a whole, economic problems defy such a | 
method of solution. The problem of reparations, for | 
instance, is obviously a groblem which can be solved | 
only by those powers directly involved, if, indeed, it | 
can be solved at all. An even better instance of the | 
necessity for private dealing is that presented by the | 
network of tariff barriers which cross and cris-cross | 
Europe, and prevent the norma! and healthy course | 
of trade. The chief continental members of the. 
League, France and Germany, have so far found that | 
private agreements, usually aided by the formation 
of giant trusts, is the only way in which this prob- 
lem may be attacked. : 

The League, true enough, has lately shown a com- 
mendable desive to study the economic problems from 
which Europe is suffering. The recent International 
Economic Conference at Geneva was called by the 
League with this end in view. But, unfortunately, 
this and other attempts by the Geneva organization 
have so far been unproductive of anything save ex-

Common Sense and the Braintree Crime 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON

[* the trial of Sacco and Vanzetti, a 
few witnesses identified them as having 
been in the gang of five men who com- 
mitted the robbery and murder at South 
Braintree. A much larger number of 
witnesses testified positively that they were 
not there. In the matter of identification 
testimony, therefore, there was a flat dead- 
lock, with the preponderance in favor of 
the defendants. Judge Thayer afterward 
expressed the opinion that the jury had 
disregarded all this testimony, and had ar- 
rived at a guilty verdict on the basis of 
evidence which showed “consciousness of 
guilt.” In other words, the actions of Sac- 
co and Vanzetti after the murder were, in 
the jury’s opinion, the actions of men who 
had committed murder. 

Laying aside the ‘conflicting testimony 
of witnesses, there were certain facts upon 
which both sides agreed. The dispute was 
upon the proper interpretation of these 
facts. The State contended that the facts 
indicated guilt; the defense contended they 
indicated nothing of the sort. It is in- 
teresting, therefore, to examine these 
facts, and to compare the conflicting inter- 
pretations placed upon them. Which were 
the more natural and reasonable inter- 
pretations? 


The men who killed Parmenter and 
Berardelli, and took the $15,000 payroll, 
escaped in a large stolen automobile. At 
the spot where it was later abandoned, 
tracks indicated it had been met by a 
smaller car, to which the robbers trans. 
ferred themselves and their loot. This is 
the common technique employed by rob- 
bers for covering their own trail and mak- 
ing pursuit difficult. There was nothing 
unusual about it; : lookéd like a “text- 
book” job. 

Witnesses agreed that the robbers were 
foreigners, probably Italians, who are 
numerous in that ricinity. Consequently, 
the pelice began a search for a smal! auto- 
mobile, owned by Italians. In checking off 
such cars, they came upon one in a public 
garage, owned by a man named Boda. They 
instructed the garage proprietor to notify 
the police as soon -s the owner calle¢ for 
the car. A few days later, Sacco, Van- 
zetti and their friend Orciana called for 
the car. The wife of the garage man de- 
tained them by saying that the license 
plate was out of date, but before the police 
arrived, they had departed. The Police, 
however, overtook Sacco, Vanzetti and 
Jreiana on a street car, and arrested them. 
Irciana furnished such a compiete alibi that 
1@ Was released. 

The State contended in the trial that the 
small car found in the garage was the 
relief car used in the escape. Accordingly, 
the following question arises: Would Sacco 
and Vanzetti, knowing themselves guilty of 
murder, have continued to associate them- 
selves with an automobile which had been 
used in the escape of the murderers, or 
would they have remained as far away from 
it as possible? Would they have placed the 
car in a public garage, and returned to it 
several days iater, or would they, with mur- 
der on their consciences, have been haunted 
by the picture of a policeman sitting in that 
ar when they went back after it? If they 
had need of an automobile, would they 
have resorted to one which might lead to 
their arrest, or, would they, with the pro- 
seeds of a $15,600 holdup im their pockets, 
have hired a car? 

Tt is admitted that Sacco and Vansetti 
ed when they were arrested. They lied 


about what they were doing, and what they 
had been doing. Why would innocent mex 
lie? asks the State. This was at the time 
of the illegal “red” raids conducted by 
Attorney-General Palmer. Sacco and Van- 
zetti were “reds.” They had been engaged 
in activity of the sort for which other men 
were being arrested and deported. More, 
a friend ef theirs, Salsedo, after being held 
incommunicado fer 30 days in the Depart- 
ment of Justice office in New York, had 
been found crushed tc death on the pave- 
ment 14 stories below only a few days 
earlier. Sacco and Vanzetti, when captured 
on the street car, were not told the reason 
for their arrest. They supposed they were 
being arrested as “reds.” They were at 
that time engaged in gathering and de- 
stroying “red” literature which they had 
circulated. Under those circumstances, 
would it be natural for them to lie or to 
tell the truth? : 

None of the loot was ever found on them 
or on their premises. The State contended 
they had buried it, but no evidence has 
ever been found to support that conten- 
tion, despite the most thorough search, cov- 
ering a period of nearly seven years, 

However, there wag found on Vanzeftti’s 
person an antiquated revolver, and if was 
shown to be of the same type an’ make as 
one which Berardecili had been known to 
carry. The State contended that the re- 
volver found on Vanzetti was Berardelli’s 
revolver, dropped at the ccetic of the mur- 
der and picked up by Vanzetti. The de- 
fense not only showed where Vanzetti had 
obtained his revolver, but traced its owner- 
ship back through cveral persons. It was 
proven that Berardelli's revolver had ¥- 
cently been repaired with a new spring, 
whereas Vanzetti’s revolver had an old 
spring. With one exception, all the bullets 
found in Berardelli*’ body were fired from 
a modern, high-powered revolver. The 
State contended that Vanzetti had thrown 
that revolver away and kept Perardelli’s.
